" PORT ARTHUR—AND AFTER. 
The fall of Port Arthur is scarcely 


a sensational event. It was long ago 
seen to be inevitable, and it has been 
in large measure discounted. 
It is, 


of course, an event of very great in- 
terest, ironi a military as well as from 
a political point of view. 
The place 


. was called the "Gibraltar-of the East." 
When its siege began its commrnand- 
er 'laughed at Japanese plans to cap- 
ture it. 
General Kuropatkin would 


certainly come down to its relief and 
drive the Japanese into the sea. 
If 


not. Port Arthur could, not possibly 
be taken save by starving it out, and 
it was fully provisioned for at least 
two -years. 
Yet, instead of holding 


out for two years, the "impregnable" 
fortress has fallen in a little more than 
seven months, and that practically by 
storm. 
It was on May 27 that 


battle of Kin-Chow occured and 


the 
the 


investment of Port Arthur practically 
besan. 
Nor is there reason Tor sur- 


prise at this result. ' The strongest 
fortress in the world can be stormed 
if the number of defenders is limited 
and that of the assailants is unlimited. 
Such conditions prevailed, practically 
in this case. We do not know' exact- 
ly how many men were in Port' Ar- 
thur, or how many were in the be- 
sieging and attacking army. There is 
every reason to suppose that the lat- 
ter exceeded'the-former by four or 
five it' not by ten to one. 
It is cer- 


tain that .the Russians could not get 
a single company of reinforcements 
while lite Japanese could get whole 
arriiics whenever they neede.d them. 
In such circumstances, the fall of the 
place was 
a 
foregone conclusion, 


whenever the Japanese were ready 
to pay the price. 


TheV have paid the price. 
Of that 


there is no question. It has been a 
tremendous price. 
H probably much 


exceeds that paid in the storming of 
Sebastopol. 
Yet the result doubtless 


seems worth it. 
In point of honors, 


the two armies may be regarded as 
equal. 
The Russian defense and, the 


Japanese attack were both heroic in 
a high degree. The victors have won 
with distinction, and the vanquished 
in their defeat have gained great re- 
nown. As for prestige, that is another 
thing. 
It is a tremendous blow to 


Russia (o see the flag of the Rising 
Sun replace the cross of St. Andrew, 
or the black, two-headed 
eagle ot 


Byzantium, upon the walls of the fort 
ress which was supposed to be im- 
pregnable, and which was to be .for 
all time the bulwark of Slavic do- 
minion, and a domination in -the Far 
East, 
tt is a mighty triumph for Ja- 


pan a second time-to raise her flag 
above Port Arthur and to take that 
place from the very power that nine 
years ago made her relinquish it when 
she had taken it from China. 


What next? 
The circumstances al- 


ready mentioned suggest, the fitting- 
ness of this event lo serve as the 
turning point of the war. Each bellig- 
erent has amply vindicated its "hon- 
or." 
Why prolong the struggle? Ja- 


pan has redeemed 
Corea 
arid all 


Southern Manchuria 
from 
Russian 


possession. It is scarcely to be sup- 
posed that she hns any idea. of. pro- 
ceeding to remote inland 
conquests. 


It would surely aeem to be mistaken 
policy for her lo do so. 
On the -oth- 


er hand, Russia can have little hope 
of winning back what she has lost. 
' If she could not.' hold Port. Arthur, 
she cannot hope to regain it. 
She 


has* had to contend with an attacking 
force which has had control of both 
land and sea, and- has been beaten. 
If now she should presently herself 
become the aggressor, she would have 
control of neither. 
She would -have 


no footing at sea, and on land would 
be confronted by a superior force. 
Even if she conquered the Japanese 
in Shing-King. they would have con- 
trol of the sea, and could pour rein 
forcements into Port Arthur to any 
necessary extent. 
If in' 
all 
these 


months Russia has not been able to 
send enough troops to Manchuria to 
cope with the Japanese, what hops 
is there that she would be able to do 
so hereafter? 
This climax 
of the 


campaign, 
then, should afford both 


belligerents cause for serious reflec- 
tion upon the desirability of bringing 
this war to an end. Japan has gained 
her great point, in breaking the hold 
on Russia upon Corea and upon the 
southern part of Manchuria. It is not 
to. be supposed she aims to exclude 


ture aspires to outdo its predecessor, 
but there is frequently questions about 
the merits of now measures, and it 
is usually a relief to the public when 
the session is over. 


While it is true that changing con- 


ditions demand new regulations, it is 
also true that the statute books, of 
every state are burdened with inop- 
erative 
laws. 
RoseweJJ Miller, 
for- 


merly president of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee ii St. Paul railway company, 
and a man who is recognized as auth- 
ority on transportation, recently said, 
that the country has laws enough on 
railroad questions, but what it lacked 
was enforcement.

The Wisconsin legislature is 


said to have been elected on reform 
issues, and with 'a free hand the ad- 
ministration is expected 
to revolu- 


tionize the state. 
It might be well 


for the law makers to ask themselves 
the question, "What's the matters with 
the State?" It was never more pros- 
perous than it is today, and if undis- 
turbed, the outlook for the future was 
never •brighter. The state is not bur- 
dened with taxation and, the railroads 
and the people are working together 
for the upbuilding 
of the common- 


wealth.

The industries of the state are flour- 


ishing and any 
unwise move which 


would tend to cripple them, would be 
a crime, 
The legislature cannot af- 


ford to be influenced by prejudice, 
nor governed by sentiment. The wel- 
fare of the state is of vital impor- 
tance. 
The stale is not suffering for 


more law, and will be well served 
when present, laws are enforced.

State Executive Declares the Histor 


of the Case Is Sufficient Reason fo 
Granting Liberty to the Prisoner- 
Convicted of Wife Murder. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan, 10.—The las 


official act of retiring Governor-Win 
field' T. Durbin was the uncondiiiona 
parole Monday of Rev. William E. Hin 
sha\v, convicted of the murder of h.1 
wife, Thurza Huishaw, whose deatt 
occurred at .Belleville just ten year 
ago Monday. Since his conviction Rev 
Mr. Hinshaw has been confined in the 
Michigan.City prison.' 


In issuing the unconditional parole 


Governor Durbin took the position tha 
the stato in the prosecution of the 
case had failed utterly to establish 
motive for the crime. The-case today 


• the governor said, is as full of myfe 


tery as it'was ten years ago and 
the intervening years have failed t< 
throw new light on the crime. 


Reason for Parole. 


According to the' governor the'his 


tory. of. the case is sufficient reason 
for the release of the prisoner. 


The 'Hinshaw murder is one of the 


remarkable crimes in Indiana history 
and, although Hir.shaw was convictec 
and the supreme court approved the 
finding of the trial court, there are 
many persons who do not think Hin- 
shaw killed his wife.

closed on Kinshaw James 0, Parker, 
who was one of the minister's attor- 
neys, said1; 
"I am as well satisfied 


Lhat an innocent man'has been con- 
victed as I am that I am living, and 
I shall devote my life to proving that 
Thurza Hinshaw was not murdered by 
her husband." 


A purse .of $2,000 was raised by Hin- 


shaw's 
relatives and 
friends and 


placed in the hands of Wesley Davis, 
John \V. Trotter and John Raw'.ings, 
all of Hendricks 
county, and 
Mr. 


Parker was asked to take up the case. 
He- declined to do so or accept a re- 
tainer of $1,000 from the, Hinshaw 
family. 
He would take up the inves- 


tigation, he said, on his own accord 
and at his own expense. 


Detectives Refuse Case.
